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Hornet women race 
to invitational title 
in cross country. 
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Arts and Sciences to 
divide into 3 schools

In an effort to better serve students, 
faculty and academic programs, Sacra- 
mento State’s School of Arts and Sci- 
ences will reorganize in July, dividing 
into three separate schools. 

“The official titles of the schools 
have not yet been determined, but the 
general circular focus has,” Vice Presi- 
dent for Academic Affairs Jolene 
Koester said. “It is possible that the 
academic council of the school recom- 
mend that the school be called the 
school of Humanities and Fine Arts or 
the school of Fine Arts and Humani- 
ties.” 

Each school will have a dean that 
will report to Koester. 

For the first two years, the college 
will have time to set their college level 
goals and establish rules and responsi- 
bilities. 

“The school is very large,” said 
Koester. “It has a lot of programs that 
are very different from each other in 
terms of focus. By putting the pro- 
gramis into smali¢r units, there can be 
greater degrees 'of change and re- 
sponsiveness at the program level to 


issues and concerns that students 
have.” 

Cecilia Gray, the dean of general 
education, will head the school dur- 
ing its trial period. 

She will report to Koester and be 
amember of the council of deans and 
the university’ s administrative coun- 
cil, 

“They want me to return to the 
School of Arts and Sciences, where the 
majority of general education is of- 
fered, and administer the program,” 
Gray said. 

Gray said she is excited about the 
change. 

“It’s a challenging opportunity to 
create something,” Gray said. “I am 


just hoping that the faculty will get on ° 


board and say, “This is exciting. We 
can do some interdisciplinary coopera- 
tion and we can get our departments 
that are so closely aligned to work 
together.” 

The schools will also form a transi- 
tion team to help determine the finan- 
cialand personnel needs ofeach school. 

The eight-member team will be led 
by'Gray. The dean of each school will 
also be members, along with three fac- 
ulty from the Academic Council, and 
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the current associate dean for budget 
in the school. 

The team will deal with four main 
issues. 

The first issue is the distribution of 
finances to the schools. 

Second, the team will outline the 
duties and expectations of each ad- 
ministrator for the school. 

The third issue will involve assign- 
ing staff, technical and support posi- 
tions for each of the schools. 

Thenextand final issue is the space 
assignments that will have to be made 
to compliment the new organizational 
structure. 

The team is expected to accom- 
plish these goals by the end of 1997. 

The academic senate, elected fac- 
ulty representing all departments at 
CSUS, will review the team’s recom- 
mendations and make the final deci- 
sions. 

“Weare justexploring whatkind of 
structure the college would have,” Gray 
said. 

The college will begin adopting 
its new policies and procedures in

Joseph E. Stiglitz, chair of the 
President’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visors, visited Sacramento State Friday 
and delivered an address titled, “The 
Nation’s Economy and the Vitality of 
Public Education,” in the University 
Theater. 

Stiglitz told an audience of CSUS 
faculty and students that the key to the 
nation’s economic health and future 
growth was to increase the number of 





Americans who receive higher edu- 
cation, especially among lower eco- 
nomic groups. To achieve this, he 
said, the Clinton Administration has 
pledged $76 billion to help with the 
costs of education between now and 
year 2000. 

- During the lecture, Stiglitz said that 
education is no longer just the respon- 
sibility of the individual states. Be- 
cause of our increasing mobility, inter- 
state commerce and interaction on a 
national rather than a state level it has 
become a national responsibility.

Healso said that this nation stands 
for the principle of equality of oppor- 
tunity, and the achievement of this is 
anational commitment. Every child, 
no matter who their parents are, is 
entitled to a certain standard of edu- 
cation. 

“Government investment in edu- 
cation means higher paid workers, a 
stronger economy and a healthier 
society,” Stiglitz said. “Given this, it 
is now time to renew our commit- 
ment to education not to back away 
from it.” 

A leading scholar of the econom- 
ics of the public sector, Stiglitz has 
been a member of the council since 
1993. He was appointed chair by 
President Bill Clinton in Juneof 1995. 

Stiglitz is currently on leave from 
Stanford University, where he is the 
Joan Kenney Professor of Econom- 
ics. He has also held the position of 
professor of economics at both 
Princeton and Yale. 

Stiglitz, who helped define anew 
branch of economics (the economics 
of information), said that reducing 


_ the budget deficit, closing the grow- 


ing gap between those at the top of 
the economic distribution and those 
at the bottom and reversing the trend 
of lower productivity amongst 
American workers are the issues that 
must be dealt with to achieve long- 
term economic stability in this coun- 


“The focus,” Stiglitz said,” is on 
the budget.” 

’ Stiglitz said that halting the spi- 
raling budget deficit was the first 
concer of the Clinton Administra- 
tion when the president took office. 
He said that the deficit has been 
reduced considerably, from $307 bil- 
lion in 1992 to $160 billion in 1995.

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Suspect charged with assault, resisting arrest

University police Monday arrested 
30-year-old James Masalosalo and 
tookt him to Sacramento County Jail, 
where he was charged with two counts 
of assault with a deadly weapon and 
one count of resisting arrest, police 
said. 

According to university police Ser- 
geant Joe Green, witnesses told police 
that Masalosalo swung unsuccessfully 
at two people with a pair of bolt cutters 
he had been using to attempt to steal a 
bicycle. 

“We were mainly concerned that 


the suspect had tried to strike people 
with the bolt cutters,” Green said. 

Masalosalo refused to cooperate 
with police, Green said. 

Green said Masalosalo physically 
resisted police attempts to take him 
into custody, even when surrounded. 

Finally, police had touseO.C. spray, 

a form of eye irritant similar to the 
chemical MACE, Green said. 
'. Green said that the O.C. spray was 
very effective, and police were able to 
take Masalosalo into custody after us- 
ing it. 

According to Green, police: first 
became concerned about Masalosalo 
when an unidentified witness called 


and informed police that one or two 
suspects were attempting to steal bikes 
on campus. . 

Green said that the witness called 
back several times, allowing police to 
accurately track the suspect’s move- 
ments. 

Green said that the suspect has not 
been charged with attempting to steal 
any bicycles, although thatmay change 
if police are able to find anyone who 
owns a bike that Masalosalo had been 
trying to steal. 

Green said, “We (the university po- 
lice) are very grateful to witnesses who 
got involved and pointed out the sus- 

pect.” 


Communications Dept. 
bringing back classes

In arejuvenated commitment to the 
students, the Communications Studies 
department has re-established essen- 
tial broadcast news courses. 

“We get tired of broadcast news 
students enrolling in the program and 
not being able to get courses,” said 
Steve Buss, media coordinator. “It 
seemedas though we were letting down 
our students.” 

“We want to get the word out that 
we want to be committed to reinstating 
this part of the program, providing the 
kind of program the students have been 
asking for and the:community (media 
market) needs,” said Bill Owen, De- 
partment Chair. 

After reshuffling some resources, 
the communications department rein- 
stated Coms 124A (Writing for Broad- 
castCopy), Coms 125 (Broadcast News 
Theory and Practice) and Coms 156 
(KCSU-TV writing and reporting staff). 


If there is a continued demand from 
the students, faculty is hoping to ex- 
pand and improve the broadcast con- 
centration. 

“We can give the students a bare 
bones program, but we lack a rich 
program with someone to shepherd us 
through,” said Virginia Kidd, commu- 
nications professor. t 

The department has submitted a re- 
quest for funds to hire additional full- 
time faculty. 

“We have a continuing budget cri- 
sis,” said Owen. 

The dean of the school must over- 
look all of the department’s needs 
and decide which ones are the most 
critical. To compensate for that, the 
department turned to hiring part-time 
faculty and putting other faculty on 
overload. 

Part-time faculty can’t spend the 
amount of hours advising the program 
and the students and they also aren’t 
tied into the university as well to get 


things done, Buss said. He also said 
that part-time faculty do bring in day- 
to-day expertise that is absolutely in- 
valuable along with their connections. 

Owen said he feels that part-time 
faculty can be advantageous because 
they are “educators and professionals,” 
but they cannot provide the stability of 
full-time faculty. 

The overall departmental plan is to 
create a “greater sense of community 
among current and former students,” 
said Owen. 

The department is attempting to 
achieve this by offering much needed 
classes and putting more emphasis on 
the alumni association. 

The Communications Service Net- 
work brings the alumni and stu- 
dents together by providing free 
information, connections and 
“hopefully establishing a sense 
of belonging within the commu-

1997. It will also finish defining the 
roles and responsibilities of the 
college’s administrators. If neces- 
sary, it will also appoint a permanent 
college dean, possibly relieving Gray 
as the interim dean. 


The change has raised concerns 
about costs and impact on other units 
at CSUS. 

Gray, who has worked at CSUS 
for 27 years, is sure the concerns will 
resurface during the course of the 
college’s developments. 

“This is at least the third time there 


has been a major discussion of reorga- 
nization,” she said. “Itsjustnevermoved 
toward doing it.” 

Koester is also aware of the con- 
cerns the reorganization proposal has 
created. 

Koester said, “There are some 
people who are very excited about it, 





supportive of it, and see it as bringing a 
great deal of potential benefit to 
the programs that are currently 
within the School of Arts and Sciences 
and the students that those programs 
serve. I would lie if I said there is 100 
percent support, butitis certainly wide- 
spread.”

His reward for taking the job of rescuer to 
the troubled squad is a schedule that features 
three Big Sky Conference teamsand two (North- 
em Arizona and Hofstra) that were ranked in 
the preseason Top 20 in Division I-AA. 

Maybe next year we can add Florida State, 
Michigan, and Notre Dame to the schedule. 

The schedule gives Voleka tough hill toclimb 
without a chance to get his shoes tied. It would be 
atremendousefforton the part ofthis team to finish 
500. 

In the season opener, the Homets were thrown 
tothe wolves and suffered one of the worst defeats 
in school history at the hands of NAU. Saturday, 
the Homets were in the process of being blown out 
again at Eastem Washington until a courageous 
second-half comeback brought them within six 
yards of victory against the Eagles.

Cal State Northridge was in the same sinking 
boatas CSUS last spring, needing a student refer- 
endum to bail out their foootball team. After the 
passing of their referendum, they scheduled a 
Division II marshmallow for their season opener 
and walked away with a huge win over lowly 
Menlo College. 

Unlike the Matadors, the Homets instead as- 
sumed the patsy role limped away with a 55-point 
loss and nine injured players. 

I’m not suggesting that we stack our schedule 
with fluff, but afew cupcake teams and the start of 
the schedule would have let team work out the 
kinks in Volek’s new offensive scheme and given 
them some valuable confidence.

The Sacramento State football team’s frus- 
tration continued Saturday night when a poten- 
tial game-winning drive ended as quarterback 
Tony Corbin was picked off at the six yard line 
with 40 seconds left against Eastern Washing- 
ton.

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When the Associated Students, Inc. 
governing Board of Directors met for 
the first public meeting of the new 
semester last week, College Republi- 
can apparatchiks hijacked the proceed- 
ings, throwing the student government 
into complete disarray and setting the 
stage for a right-wing takeover of the 
powerful student-owned corporation. 

Led by Arts and Sciences Director 
Shu Wai-Chow, College Republican 
politicians closed ranks to defend ASI 
Executive Vice President Amy Sharp 
from being ousted by other members of 
the governing board, led by President 
J.P. Werlin. 

The conflict between Werlin and 
Sharp arose over Sharp’s refusal to 
disclose her academic records. Like 
athletes, elected student government 
officers are required to maintain aca- 
demic eligibility - a GPA - set by the 


_ Student government at 2.5. 


Elected in a landslide last April, 
Sharp assumed office, which pays $600 
a month, in June. Prior to Sharp’s 
arrival on the Sacramento State politi- 
cal scene, it had been an established 
matter of practice that elected students 
release their GPA’s to other members 
of the governing board for review. In 
this way, the Board of Directors held 


‘itself accountable to their own mini- 


mum standard of 2.5. 

Unfortunately, Vice President Sharp 
highlighted a key flaw in this system of 
accountability: reliance on the integ- 
rity of individual members to make 
their GPA available for review. Aca- 
demic records of ordinary students are 
private information and cannot be di- 
vulged without permission. 

However, Sharp is not an ordinary 
Student. By aggressively seeking a 
public position, Sharp, like all, politi- 
cians, forfeited her title as a private 
individual and became a public ser- 
vant. She is accountable to the students 
andresponsible for proving sheis quali- 
fied to hold office. 

In other words, Sharp failed the 
most elementary requirement for pub- 
lic service: trust. But unfortunately,

the real issue here is not one of trust, or 
GPA; rather, the core issue is power. 

Employing 4 cadre of goose-step- 
ping College Republican hatchet men, 
Chow, who earlier in the summer had 
been appointed by Sharp to the posi- 
tion of Vice-Chair Pro Tem, took hold 
of the meeting with a positively iron 
grip. 

Chow wasted no time torpedoing 
legislation designed to address the prob- 
lem Sharp created when she failed to 
release herGPA. Written by President 
Werlin and Executive Director Carol 
Ackerson, the legislation would have 
provided for a means to verify the 
eligibility of Board officers. 

However, discussion fell victim to 
Chow’s heavy handed parliamentary 


_tactics. On two occasions he threat- 


ened to have Board Members forcibly 
removed from the Board Chambers fo 
speaking. 
The unfortunate but predictable re- 
sult was chaos, then gridlock. Indeed, 
ASI bore a striking resemblance to 
California’s strife-ridden lower house. 
President Werlin, a business finance 
major who actually believes student 
government should serve students, 
looked completely out of his league as 
well dressed, slick young politicosruth- 
lessly seized the levers of power through 
blatantand brutal boardroom thuggery. 
However, Werlin cannot be ab- 
solved of all responsibility for the 
meltdown. , His method of dealing 
with Sharp’s roguish behavior, 
through indirect legislative maneu- 
vering with Ackerson, gives the ap- 
pearance of avoiding conflict and 
hiding from Sharp behind Ackerson’s 
skirts. hae 
What Werlin fails to grasp is: stu- 
dent government has always. been .a 
prize for power-mongering students 
like Sharp and Chow. Garbage attracts 
flies like student government attracts 
obsessed people intoxicated by the pros- 
pects of wielding power and making a 
name for themselves. 
Sharp and Chow are nothing more 
than aspiring political hacks with delu- 
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Do you have a beef? A gripe? An 
Opinion? Yet you don't have the time or 


energy to write it down? 
If you want-your voice heard, call the - 





sions of grandeur and, quite possibly, 
deep seated psychological issues re- 
garding power and control. Their per- 
ception of reality is hopelessly dis- 
torted by a dysfunctional need to prop 
up fragile egos through political power. 

Werlin has desperately sought to 
downplay the crisis. But his efforts to 
mask the gravity of the situation has 
caused some observers to question his 
stomach for conflict and his leadership 
ability. 

ASI is rudderless and hopelessly 
out of control. This less than five 
months after students voted to double 
their activity fee causes alarm in eyen 
the most apathetic and disinterested of 
students. The danger for complete 
self-destruction, with drastic and far 
reaching consequences, is great. 

At this point, there are far more 
questions than answers. Butwhatseems 


clear is ASI must first settle on a cap- ° 


tain. Right now Chow, strengthened 
from his decisive Board room victory, 
is the dominant force. But itremains to 
be seen if he can muster enough sup- 
port to continue his reign. 

There are enough vacancies on the 
Board (caused by members who did 
resign because of academic ineligibil- 
ity) to tiltthe advantage back to Werlin, 
if he is shrewd in his decisions. It is 
certain there will be a struggle between 
the bitterly divided factions over those 
vacant seats, 

Some questions will be answered 
today at3:00 when the full Board meets 
again. Butbad feelings run deep, mak- 
ing ithighly unlikely that ASI’s paraly- 
sis will be broken soon. In the mean- 
time, Werlin would do well to study 
Robert’s Rules of Order and 
Machiavelli. 

-Up on the.third floor of the Student 
Union, the gloves are off and blood has 
been drawn. Political gamesmanship 
is running high in what is now a naked 
struggle for power that will have clear 
winners and losers. Sadly, one loser in 
this game has already emerged: the 
students.

He’d like to 
join his college friends when they 
hit the local bars, and his only 
transportation is his bicycle. 

“One of the advantages of 
being younger is not having back- 
aches all the time. I live on the 
same floor as a lot of the football

The CSUS School of Business has a brand new multi-media classroom that 
will allow students to learn how to use equipment used in the business world for 
making presentations. 

The classroom, room 1009 of the business building, features new Pentium 75 
work stations which will be used to integrate multimedia instructional material 
into the business curriculum. 

Seventeen of the new machines were donated to CSUS by Packard Bell 
Electronics, Inc. 

According to Business Administration Executive Director Pamela McClure, 
the gift is valued somewhere in the neighborhood of $30,000. 

“A lot of universities don’t have this type of equipment yet,” McClure said. 

Fred Kem, vice president of product marketing for Packard Bell, said, “By 
donating computers to CSUS and acting as the official sponsor of D.A.R_E., we 
continue to place a high priority on education at all levels.” 

A dedication and tour for Packard Bell of the new classroom had been planned 
for early this month, but McClure said that it has now been postponed until 
October because of conflicting schedules. 


New CSU headquarters 
building to be constructed 


The California State University Board of Trustees tentatively agreed Wednes- 
day to build a replacement building for the CSU Headquarters on existing 
property in Long Beach. 

It is expected to take about two years to complete the 140,000 square foot 
building, at an estimated cost of $37 million. 

The current headquarters is considered to be a seismic hazard, ranking third 
behind two Humboldt S tate University buildings on the list of 115 CSU buildings 
in need of seismic repair. 

The CSU Headquarters Building Authority has already approved $1.5 million 
worth of seismic repair on the existing headquarters. That work will take about 
‘five months to complete. 

“We have to do that (work on the existing building) for the safety of the 
employees because the new building will take so long to complete,’ CSU 
Spokesperson Colleen Bentley-Adler said. 

Two firms recently conducted studies on the building that showed it was in 
need of structural repair. Those studies were approved by the Office of the State 
Architect. 

Bentley-Adler said construction on the new building will begin in six months 
to a year. :
